_. There are now no doubts eatertained of a part at leaft 
of the Breft fleet being at fea. Their force is rumour- 
ed in fome circles to be.very confiderable, but we be- 
lieve it will turn out to be only what ,we have already 
ftated—two thips of the line and feven frigates, with 
troops on board. It feems to have been the original 
defign of the French to fend out fquadrons from dif- 
ferent ports at the fame time. One of thefe from 
Rochfort; after being feventeen days at fea, landed 
General Humbert with his troops at Killala, as is al- 
ready known to every perfon. The Anacreon brig, 
which landed Napper Tandy at the ifle of Rutland, 
was one of another fquadron, which was to have failed 
from Dunkirk ;. but none of the reft could get out, ow- 
ing to our fhips and cruizers off that port. Lord Dun- 
can prevented the fleet in the Texel from getting out. 
The one from Breit was prevented from {ailing in time 
to co-operate with General Humbert, by the vigilance 
of Lord Bridport; but at laft the boifterous weather 
forcing our fleet into port, favoured its putting to fea. 

Lord Bridport has failed in queit of them; and 
though the wind has been unfavourable, we hope he has, 
by this time, fucceeded in working down Channel. 

Government have ben equally aétive in other re- 
{pets to defeat the intentions of the enemy; for, be- 










fides the veffels eruizing off the coalt of Ireland under 
the command of Admiral Kingfmill, and the Channel 
fleet under Lord Bridport, an 8}, two 74 gun thips, 
and a frigate of 44 guns, failed from Plymouth on Sun- 
day evening laft, on the fame fervice. 

"Two Gentlemen landed at Portfmouth laft night 
from a neutral fhip, who faw the three French frigates 
that landed the troops in Ireland go into Bourdeaux 
the 7th initant. t 

The fargeon of the Nimble cutter arrived. at the Ad- 
miralty yelterday with difpatches from Admiral: Peyton, 
in the Downs, which were reportetl to be of conlider- 
able importance, but the particulars had not tranfpired 
at a late hour lait night—They were faid to relate to 
fome hoitile preparations now making by the enemy in 
the Dutch and Flemith ports. 

We underltand that Government has at length de- 
termined to purchafe all the property belonging to the 
Swedith veflels which were captured fome months QO» 
on the fuppofition that, as the property confitted of 
naval ftores, it was intended for the ufe of France. 
Thefe fhips are now coming up the river from the 
Downs and Margate Roads. ‘Ihe frigates which con- 
voyed them, are {till at anchor upon our coalt, although 
they might have gone away long fince if they chofe. 
The number of veflels amounts nearly to thirty- 

The Right Honourable the Lord Chancellor has 
been pleafed to appoint the Rev. Dr Alexander 
Duncan of Dundee (Naval Chaplain to the Right 
Honourable Admiral Lord Duncan) to the vicarage 
of Bolom, Northumberland. 

Some difpatches were’ received at the Secretary of 
State’s office, from Mr Lifton, his Majetty’s Envoy 
to America, brought over in a floop of war arrived at 
Portfmouth in 24 days from Sandy Hook. 

According to the advices from New York, a convoy 
was about to be appointed for the American trade to 
the Eaft Indies, out and home ; and it was underftood 
that fome arrangements on the fubject_ was now making 
between the Britith and American Governments.

The Captain who commanded the frigate when they 
embarked was fuperfeded before their failing, on ac- 
count of fome indulgence which he had extended to 
his prifoners, and a man was appointed to.fucceed him, 
every way qualified to execute the inhuman orders of 
his fuperiors. ‘The unfortunate convicts were crammed 
down into the hold, where they had fcarcely enough 
to fupport nature. Upon their landing at Cayenne they 
were. allowed .a hoe, fpade, &c. and a fall trac of 
Jand, in which they were to raife provifions for them- 
felves.—Barthelemi, Pichiegru, &c. made their efcape 
in boats, withthe affiftance of fome negroes, ' 

When the floop of war La Vaillante, lately captured 
by Commodore Pellew, had {truck her’ colours, the 
Commodore being informed that the had on board-25 
banifhed priefts, went himfelf on board’the prize, and 
vifited the hold where thofe unfortunate men were 
confined with malefactors condemned to tranfportation.

We ftop the prefs, to announce the following very 
pleafing and important intelligence having, this forencon 
reached Lord-Grenville’s Oilice, refpecting the action 
between Sir Horatio Nelfon’s and the French fleet in 

ne Mediterranean. : 
: The following abftract of thefe difpatches was offi- 
cially fent to Lloyd’s Coffeehoufe tre. 

«© Difpatches received from his Majelty’s Minilter at 
Conftantinople, dated Augult 22, ftates that the 
"l'urkith Government received, and communicated 
to him, an account from the Governor of Rhodes, 
acquainting them that a French brig had arrived unex- 
pectedly in the port of that ifland, the matter of which, 
after being fully examined, had declared, that on the 
3rft of July an Englith fquadron, confifting of 24 fail 
of the line, a frigate and a floop, came to attack the 
French {quadron anchored at Eboukir, (Bequieres) ; 
that towards the evening of the fame day, the Englith 
fquadron had got into action, and that L’Orient was 
already on fire, when the Captain of the brig came 
away, and took refuge at Rhodes. 

“ The Turkifh Government had alfo received and 
communicated to the Englith Minifter, an account from 
the Governor of Syria, that two Turkith galliots had, 
after a hot engagement, taken a French frigate of 40 
guns, which had anchored on the coaft of Syria, with 
a view of exciting difturbances there.” 

The above official account reached Conftantinople on 
‘the night of the aait ult. 

No account had on the 22d been received at Con- 
ftantinople,, of Buonaparte’s having reached Grand 
Cairo. It was believed that he was {till in the vicinity 
of Rofetto, and harraffed by a valt army of Arabs. 

Official accounts have been received, that Sir Hora- 
tio Nelfon, with his fleet, left Syracufe, on the 24th 
of July, and fteered direét for Alexandria. 

By the above official accounts, it will be -feea that 
the refult of the aétion was not known, but no 
doubt can be entertained of its having been molt glo- 
rious for the Britith flag.

THE HAMBURGH M4IL, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, AUG. 20. 

Within thefe few days a proclamation has been made 
public which Buonaparte iffued in the Arabic language, 
on his landing in Egypt. The following is a faithful 
tranflation of it : 

“ In the name of God, gracious and merciful. 
There is no God but God; he has no fon, nor affociate 
in his kingdom. 

“« The prefent moment, which is deftined for the 
punifhment of the Beys, has been long anxioutly ex- 
pected. The Beys, coming from the mountains of 
Georgia and Bajars, have defolated this beautiful coun- 
try, long infulted and treated with contempt the French 
nation, and opprefled her merchants in various ways. 
Buonaparte, the General of ithe French Republic, ac- 
cording to the principles of liberty, is now arrived, and 
the Almighty, the Lord of both worlds, has fealed the 
deitruction of the Beys. 

“ Inhabitants of Egypt, when the Beys tell you the 
French are come to deftroy your religion, believe them 
not; it is an abfolute falfehood. Apfwer thofe decei- 
vers, that they Are only come to refcue the rights of the 
poor from the hands of their tyrants, and that the Frénch 
adore the Supreme Being, and honour the Prophetand 
his Holy Koran. 

“ All men are equal in the eyes of Gods Under- 
ftanding, ingenuity, and fcience alone; make a diffe- 
rence between them; as the Beys, therefore, do not 
poffefs any of thefe qualities, they cannot be worthy to 
govern the country. 

“ Yet are they the only: pofleffors of extenfive tracts 
of land, beautiful female flaves, excellent horfes, mag- 
nificent palaces! Have they then received an exclufive 

rivilege from the Almighty ? If fo, let them produce 
it. But the Supreme Being, who is juft atd merciful 
towards all mankind, wills that, in future, none of the 
inhabitants of Egypt thall be prevented from attaining 
to the firft employments, and the higheft honours.’ The 
adminiftration, which fhall be conducted by perfons of 
intelligence, talents, and forefight, will be productive 
of happinefs and fecurity. ‘The tyranny and avarice of 
the Beys have laid ade’ 2 Egypt, which was formesly 
fo in a and well cultivated. 

“ The French are true Muffelmen. Not long fince 
they marched to Rome, and overthrew the throne of 
the Pope, who excited the Chriltians again{ft the Pro- 
feffors of Iflam (the Mahometan religion); afterwards 
they directed their courfe to Malta, and drove out the 
unbelievers, who imagined they were appointed by God 
to make war on the Muffelmen. The French have at 
all times been the true and fincere friends of the Otte- 
man Emperors, and the enemies of their enemies. May 
the Empire of the Sultan, therefore, be ‘eternal ; but 
may the Beys of Egypt, our oppofers, whofe infatiable 
avarice has' continually excited difobedience and infub- 
ordination, be trodden in the dualt and annihilated.

A GENERAL VIEW OF A. PLAN 
or 
UNIVERSAL AND EQUAL TAXATION. 
—— . 

The ag lately paffed for raifing part of the fupplies 
by increafed affeflments, having been thought by many 
perfons to have an unequal operation, I beg leave to 
propofe another mode, tounded, as 1 fuppofe, upoa a 
jufter principle. 

I confider the value of freehold lands, and freehold 
houfes and buildings, to be in refpeét of each other, as 
three to two. That is, the land is worth 30 years pur- 
chafe, and the houfes 29. Talfo confider the move- 
able, immoveable, and profeflional property of this na- 
tion to be equal to two thoufand millions of nominal 
money. 

This being admitted, 1 fhallendeavour to fhow how 
a very light tax upon property may be made to produce 
five millions annually, a fum that Mr Pitt’s heavy “ In- 
creafed Affeffment” will probably not exceed. 


1. Let one shilling and sixpence be levied, on every pound 
of clear rental) arising from frechold lands, without exception ; 
and one shilling on every pound of clear rental arising from 
freehold houses and buildings. Leasehold lands,» copyhold 
lands, tithe estates, rent charges, mills, mines, waterworks, 
eanals, docks, turnpikes, and all such like estates, to have a 
value put upon them, and when reduced into nominal money, 
let them be rated five shillings om every hundred pounds, or, 
what is the same thing, one quarter per cent. 

2. Private persons, bodies corporate, colleges, charities, 
guardians of minors and Junatics, possessing estates in money, 
wherever placed, shall be rated five shillings on every hundred 
pounds, or one quarter per cenit. 
¢,:3- Annuitants should have a value put upon their respective 
annuities, according to the tables; and for the sum so calcula- 
ted, they should be rated at five shillings for every hundred 
pounds,.or one quarter per'cent. “That is; un annuity of sool. 
if valued at seven years putchase, would. be; worth .3500l. for 
which five shillings should be rated on every. hundred pounds, 
making the sum of 81. 15s, or one quarter per cent. ‘The lands 
and private money belonging to such annuitants, to be rated di- 
stinct from the annuities. 

4. Capitals employed in shipping, insurance, banking, farm- 
ing, and every branch of trade and manufacture, (considered 
as clear property) should be rated, when stock is taken, at five 
shillings on every hundred pounds, or one quarter per cent. 
§. Professional persons, as clergymen, physicians, lawyers, at- 
tornies, surgeons, apothecaries, &c. should have their incomes 
valued according to the tables, apd when reduced into nominal 
money, they should be rated for it the same a3 annuitants.— 
‘The landed atid monied property of this class to be: rated di- 
stinct from their professicnal income. In this class I include the 
Great Officers of State, the Lord Chancellor, the Judges, the 
Speaker of the Horse of Commons, placemen, pensioners, and 
all persons holding lucrative situations under Government, a- 
bove a certain sum; the officers of the army and navy, in their 
professional line, excepted.

That 
is, heis. to pay 24001, affeflment for 40,000]. being a- 
bout the /ewenteenth part of his income, while the coun- 
try gentleman of Joool, a year is paying sather niore 
than a feventh part of his. 
It is paipful.to fay, that according to this {cheme an 
oath mult be impofed on,every individual ; but I pre- 
fume that no man wiil object to af.oath where the wel- 
fare of his country is concerned. No man will dare to 
take a falfe oath when, the perjury may be'fo eafily de- 
tected ; and as. for thofe who may be unwilling to dif- 
clofe the. real {fate of their property, they have only to 
{wear that they are not pofleied of a fum beyond their 
own difgretiona!l amount. ; ; 
Thus, a man who carries on his trade with a capital 
of 20,0001. of which. 10,0001. is borrowed, has only 
to fwear that he is not worth above 20,0001. for which 
he will fuffer bimfelf to be rated, to gratify either his 
pridé or-cpnvenience . Where thofe principles do not 
operate, 2 man will {wear to what he thinks he is worth, 
after deducting his debts, and-other charges on his real 
anf profeflional propertys: .. .. 
The inconvenience arifing from the difclofure of pro- 
perty, when compgred with the urgency and neceihity 
of the meafure, isan argument as light.as the “ duit in 
the balance.” And asto the fictitious credit obtain- 
ed by a perfgn’s over-rating his property, I shall only ob- 
ferve, that it ig the fame thing in gperatiop, as pur- 
chafing an eftae, and committing it afterwards to mort- 
gage for three fourths of its value 5 befides, the infor- 
mation would be locked up in the bofom of Commif- 
fioners. . , ‘ a. Ce ie 
The Commiffioners appointed to adminifter the oaths 
together with their afliftants, fhould be fworn to fecrecy 
excepting in cafes where there is fufpicion of wilful per- 
jury—a thing that would rarely happen ; as the Com- 
miffioners would have a petfonal knowledge of molt of 
the perfons who come before them. The revenue 
fhouid be colle&ed by the Commiflioners and their fworn 
aiiltants, without the interference of parith cllicers; 
and as the appeintment of fueh Commifhoners and their 
afiiftants: would be of the higheft importancey Handfome 
f,laries, (not poundage) thquld be allowed.

er, the monied man; the mérchant, the-trader, the an- 
nuitant, the farmet, the profeiional man, the placeman, 
the penfioner, and: the rich manufacturer, it i$ hoped 
that it will be deemed-worthy of a patient hearing. _I 
flould have remarked, that'every indulgence thoald be 
fhown to ‘he finial! farmer, and the fall trader} and to 
anfwer that end, I propof, that no perfon whole bona 
Jide property in annuity, land, money, of goods, daes 
not excced Tool. in value, thall be rated to this tax. 

Wader the idea that the nominal money of this nation 
amounts to two thoufand millions, it, would be in the 


et him form ‘in his mind the fum that he thinks he is 


really worth. ‘Take the interelt 6f that fam at five per 
cent. ‘Then. let him calculate the intereft of that inter- 
‘e(t, and he will find the exact fum that he bas to pay, 
when five millions are required. i 

"Thus, fuppofé I ani worth 10,000l. in real or nomi- 
nal money ; the intereft, of that at five per cent. is sool. 
The intereit of that intereft is 25]. which is the, fum to 
be paid to Government for every five millions that may 
be wanted, A fum that Mr Pitt’s “ increafed aflefl- 
ment” will hardly exceed. 

Having in this manner provided for five millions, let 
us now & what may hereafter be done upon a more 
extenfive fcale : : 

Suppofe the moveable, immoyeable, and profeffional 
property of this nation to be reduced into nominal mo- 
ney, and the fum to be two thoufand millions, then, 
one aiid a half per cent. upon that capital would pro- 
duce thirty’millions, which is julf. one million for every 
{hilling’; a fum that would effefually enable us to com- 
bat the violence of a cruel, rapacious and pertidious na- 
tion, who are waging war not only againft property, 
but againft every moral principle belonging to human 
nature. 

Money, raifed in this manner, would lay no burden 
upon potterity, neither would it much affect exiting in- 
dividuals, as it is intended to {wallow up moft of our 
other taxes, and be at the fame time a prefervative a- 
gaintt future taxation. Difficulties may arife in the ex- 
ecution, but I truit that the meafure would {timulate our 
exertions. 

It does not require the fpirit of prophecy to predict, 
that no ingenuity whatever can long fupport the prefent 
mode of taxation. We mult have recourfe to a better 
principle ; and that can be found no where but in pro- 

erty. . 

1 {peak with confidence when I fay, that this country 
is not wanting in vital ftrength. Call at, forth in one 
folid, equal, and vigorous tax, aud Great Britain may 
fet the world at defiance.

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NARRATIVE 
oF THE 
SHIPWRECK OF CAPTAIN HAMILTON, AND THE 
CREW OF THE SYDNEY Covs, 
( Continued. ) 

April 2.—Travelled eight miles this forenoon. Be- 
tween nine and ten o'clock we were mott agreeably fur- 
prifed by meeting five of the natives, our old friends, 
who received us in a very amicable manner, and kindly 
treated us with fome Mell fith, which formed a very ac- 
ceptable meal, as our finall pittance of rice was nearly 

led. After this little repaft we proceeded fix 
farther, and halted. 

-g—Had a fatiguing march over very high bluffs, 
fharp rocks, and afterwards through very thick bruth- 
wood, interfperfed with ftumps of trees and other tharp 
fubftances, by which our feet were fo much bruifed and 
wounded that fome of the party remained lame for fome 
timé afterwards ; and to aggravate our fufferings, we 
were now living upon a quarter of a pint of dry rice 

diem. As we got out of this harraffing thicket, we 
miffed two of oor anhappy fellow travellers. At four 
P. M. we provided ourfelves & lodging for the night, 
having walked or rather crawled ten miles over the 
ground above defcribed. 
4:—Waited for-our miffing companions until twelve 
o'clock, ‘when, to our great joy, they made their ap- 
pearance ; we then proceeded on our journey, and in 
the evening came to a very broad river. It being low 
water, fome places were very fhallow, which enabled us 
to catch a few fimall fkate, which were indeed very ac- 
ceptable. Walked this day eight miles. 
§.—Reached the oppofite bank of the river, where 
we remained a few hours to catch fome more fith, in 
which we happily fucceeded, among them was a very 
fine fhark, about four feet Jong ;—this was a refreth- 


' ment for which we offered our thanks to Providence, 
\the rice, our only certain refource, being now nearly at 


an end. 
6,—Having got a tolerable fupply of fih, purfued 


our journey for about eighteen miles through a delight- 


ful plain, interfperfed here and there with a few fcatter- 
ed trees. 

7.—Went fome way into the country over hills and 
valleys. After a walk of fixteen miles we halted at 
twilight, and as we reclined our heads to reft on a bank, 
we could juft hear the roaring of the furf on the fea 
fhore. z 

8.—Bent our way towards the beach this morning, 
and travelled along about nine miles, when we were 
ftopped by our old impediment, a river, at which we 
were — to wait until low water before we could 
crofs. We had fearcely furmounted this difficulty when 
greater danger ftared us in the face, for here we wete 
met by about fifty armed natives. Having never before 
pes large a body collected, it is natural to conclude 
that we were muchalarmed. However, we refolved to 
put the belt ¢ on the matter, and, to betray 
no fj of fear. In eonfequence of the fteps we 
took, and after fome preliminary figns and geftures on 
both fides, ve came to fome underftanding, and the na- | 
tives were apparently amicable in their defigns. We 
prefénted them with a few yards of calico, for they 
would not be fatisfied with fmall- ftripes, and indeed 
we were glad to get rid of them at any expence, for 
their looks and demeanour were not fuch as to invite 


‘greater intimacy. 


9-—Proceeding this morning ©n our journey, we 
‘were again alarmed at the approach of the party who 
detained us-yefterday, and whom we fo juftly fulpected 
of treacherous intentions. They came on with dread- 
ful fhoatings, which gave us warning to prepare for de- 
fence, and to give them a warm reception in cafe vio- 
lence fhould be offered. Fortunately, however, from 
the particular attention we paid to their old men, whom 
we fuppofed to be their chiefs, and making them fome 
{mall prefents, they foon left us. This difperfion gave 
our little party general fatisfaction, as we were doubt- 
ful how the affair might have terminated. During our 
conference, and at their departure, feveral of them had 
placed their {pears in the throwing fticks, ready to dif- 
charge at us.—-We now purfued our route, and walked 
about ten miles. 
10.—-We were overtaken by a few of the natives, 
with whom we parted yelterday, but feeing us on our 
guard, with our one gun, two piftols, and two {mall 
{words, while others were armed with clubs, and per- 
ceiving our refolution not to be impofed upon, they. 
acted with more prudence than heretofore. We did 
not at this meeting indulge them with any prefents, but 
to one gave a piece Of cloth, in exchange for a large 
kangaroo’s tail, with which we endeavoured to make 
fome foup, by adding « little of the rice we had remain- 
ing, from which we received great nourifhment, being 
much weakened by the fatigue and want which we had 
fuffered in thefe inhofpitable regions. Our walk of four- 
teen miles this day was performed over a number of rug- 
ged and difagreeable heights, until we came to a river, 
which we croffed, and. then betook ourfelves to the 
cheerlefs turf until the morning. . 
11.—Walked eight miles, and came to a river, 
where we met fourteen natives, who condutted us to 
their mifera#e abodes in the wood, adjoining to a large 
‘lagoon, and kindly treated us with muflels, for which 
unexpected civility we made them fome prefents. Thefe 
people feemed better acquainted with the laws of hofpi- 
tality thanany of their countrymen whom we had yet 
feen, for to their benevolent treat was added an invi. 
tation to remain with them for the night. They did 
not however lodge us in their nominal huts, but after 
we were feated around our refting place, they brought 
their women and children ‘to fee us, and certainly, to 
judge from .the attention with whichthey furveyed us, 
we afforded them no fmall fhare of entertainment. As 
far as we could underftand, thefe natives were of a dif. 
ferent tribe from thofe we had feen, and were then at 
war with them 5 tbey poffeffed a liberality to which the 
otbers were flrangers, and freely gave us a part of the 


+ little they had, which the others were fo far from do- 


ing, that they would have deprived us of the laft ar- 
ticle in our poffeffion, had they not been overawed by 
the fight of arms, againft which they knew not how to 
defend themfelves. We endeavoured to make our en- 
terrainers fenfible by figns how rudely their neighbours 
had behaved to us 3 to comperfare for which, both the 
old and the ycung were anxious to give us part of their 
dhell-fith.

tite. ; 

13.—Came toa large river, where we m with a 
few natives, who appeared very timorous at feeing Us 5 
but in a fhort time we came to a better underftanding, 
and they kindly carried us over in their canoes. This 
was not accomplifhed without feveral duckings, for their 
rude little vehicles, formed of bark, tied at both ends 
with twigs, and not exceeding eight feet in length, by 
two in breadth, are precarious yellels for one unac- 
quainted with them tc embark in, though the natives, 
of whom they will carry three or four, paddle about 
in them, with the greate(t facility and fecurity. After 
crofling the river, and receiving a few fimall fith at part- 
ing, we walked 10 miles. 

14.—Met with no obltruction during a walk of 18 
miles. 

15.—We were joined by our laft friends, who fer- 
ried us over a very large river in their canoes. Whe- 
ther this meeting was the effect of chance or one of 
their fithing excurfions, or that perceiving we fhould 
find it difficult, they had come to our affiftance, we could 
not determine ; buat had it not been for their aid, we 
muft have been detained heie for fome time in. making 
araft. The greateft part of the wood of the country 
being very heavy, will not fwim, unlefs it has been 
felled for fome time and expofed to the fun,a fa& which 
we had already been taught by miferable experience. 
Having walked nine miles after croffing the river, we 
-re(ted for the night, and boiled a few fhell-fith we had 
picked up bythe way like good eeconomilts, making 
them ferve for both dinner and fupper, for our little 
evenings cookery formed the only meal we could daily 
afford ourfelves, unlefs we ventured to eat a few wild 
plants, which we fometimes picked up. 
16. Having walked about twelve miles, we once 
more met with our friends, who, a third time, convey- 
ed us over a large river at a fhallow part, which they 
pointed out. On the banks of this river we remained 
for the night. Our poor unfortunate companions, worn 
out by want and exceflive fatigue, now began to drop 
behind very faft—At this place we were under the 
painful neceffity of leaving nine of our fellow fufferers 
behind, they being totally unable to proceed further ; 
but we fattered ourfelves they would be able to come 
up with us in a day or two, as we now often ftopt fome 
time with the natives when we found them kind to us, 
or loitered about the rocks to pick up thell fith or col- 
le&t herbs.
